Tims Inspired the laboratory of the 
office w as Inaugurated, and the other 
day, bof.ire the B ritish Record associa- 
fion. it gave a dem onstration of re­ 
pairing old docum ents, bringing new 
life to seals and parchm ents, and re- 
juvenstlitg ancient records generally. 


Royal 
charters, early treaties and

carr* o f the office are all liable, as the 
result of past mishap and neglect, to 
require “treatm ent.” 
in the case 
of

their seals, particularly, many years’ 
patient research has been necessary to 
j discover the best ‘‘prescriptions.” 


Such Is the reputation o f the office 
for this type of work that a visitor 
from an Important American library is 
working as a member of the repairing 
staff to “learn the Job.”
